The restriction requirement dated April 30, 2007 is withdrawn . Claims 1-6 and 8 are 
currently pending in the instant application. Claim 7 was cancelled by preliminary amendment 
filed on 6/8/2005.

Ar=phenyl and R'^/R^=H, unsubstituted alkyl, or alkyl substituted with pyridine. Further 
election of a single species is required. 

Group II, claim (s) 1-6 and 8, drawn to process of using products of Formula I wherein 
Ar=phenyl and R^/R^=H or phosphonate, provided R"^ and R^ are not both hydrogen. 
Further election of a single species is required. 

Group III, claim (s) 1-6 and 8, drawn to process of using products of Formula I wherein 
Ar=phenyl and R'^/R^=H or phenyl, provided R^ arid R are hot both hydrogen. Further 
election of a single species is required. 

Group IV, claim (s) 1-6 and 8, drawn to process of using products of Formula I wherein 
Ar=phenyl and R'^/R^=H, carboxyl, carboxyester, C(=0)alkyl, provided R^ and R^ are 
not both hydrogen. Further election of a single species is required. 

Group V claim (s) 1-6 and 8, drawn to process of using products of Formula I not 
covered by Groups I-IV. Further election of a single species is required. Further 
restriction may apply. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reason.

These compounds are taught in the prior art (instant specification page 1). Therefore, the 
technical feature linking the claims does not constitute a special technical feature as defined by 
PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define a contribution over the prior art. Accordingly, Groups I-V 
are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special technical feature as to form a single 
general inventive concept. 



This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic . 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked to 
form a single inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
